0, you can't belleve anything you 
read in the papers these days, It's 
alt propaganda,” x! 

One heats this these days—hears 
ft. in high places and low; hears it 
ai afternoon tea, and at the political 
meeting; in private conversation and 
from the platform. The propaganda 
that the news papers are nop to be 
believed is most insidious . It’s on 

par with all the talk of a certain 

section of political propagandists that 
the “old line parties are rotten ard 
crooked and nobody should vote for 
them. When one hears a Social Cre- 
diter, or a C.C.F.-er or a communist 
talking that way from:the platforin, 
what is it but propaganda for their 
own particular political racket? 

It is strange how otherwise intvl- 


siSotagaclabaiisedaetvie’s Jigent-people have fatten for this word 


“propaganda” as if it were something 
sinister. It can be sinister. its true 
When a German owns a French news- 
paper for the sole purpose of huri- 
ing France to the advantage of Ger- 
many, that’s propaganda of the siti- 
ster type. 

But when Premter Aberhart stands 
on the platform and says he will pay 
all aduts $25 a month, maybe more, 
that's propaganda, political propagan- 
Va. It's a propagandists bribe to 
the people to vote for him. There's 
rothing particularly sinister about it. 
If people haven't the intelligence to 
think the propagandist’s statemont 
cuy for themselves that's just the'r 
hard luck. The fact that Premicr 
Aberhart used that kind of propagart- 
da in 1935 to get elected is no crime. 
He couldn’t be put in jail for it, This 
is a tree country, But it’s propa- 
gands, And the newspapers pub- 
lished thet propaganda, yards and 
yerds and reams and reams of it know. 
ing it to he propaganda and bosh. at 
the same time, 


Hitler spoke on last Friday. News 
services supplying the newspapers 
the world over carried thousands of 
words on that speech. Yet they 
knew, the speech as propaganda of a 
dictator, uttered to imfluence the 
world. Can the newspapers be ac- 
cused of propaganda for printing tue 
Hitler speech? Yet there are a lot of 
unthinking people who will say “yes.” 


Every political party, every private 
corporation, every organization car- 
ries on propaganda. There's no !aw 
agains; it. There is, of course, good 
propaganda and bad propaganda, 
That's where people make a big mist- 
ake. Most propaganda is good. Only 
a small percentage of it is sinister, 
When the newspapers can spot si:i- 
ister propaganda they throw it in (he 
waste paper basket. Newspapers watch 
for that kind of thing. We wish the 
general public used the same. discri- 
mination about propaganda in general 
as used in the news rooms of the news 
papers across Canada. ‘There would 
be a lot less talk about no¢ being able 
to believe the newspapers beceuse 
they’re full of propaganda. ©

COUNCILS PRECAUTION

Judging 
from their past record, there is vo 
law that the government of aki Us 
cannot pass. 

But hints to the contrary noterth-

Canada maintained her position tn 
1938 as the world’s fourth largest ex- 
porting country and eighth in respect 
to imports, The Dom{nfon total trade 
last vear was $1,634,177,000, compared 
with $1,934,000,000 in 1937, Canada’s 
exports were $956,726,000 against ?1,- 
124,960,000, ‘a decrease of 15 per cent, 
while imports dectined 16.3 per cort 
to $677,451,000 from $808,896,000. 

The decline in exports and imports 
were the result of lower prices and 
smaller volume the report said If 
there had been no fall fn prices, Can- 
ada’s exports would have been $1,009- 
651,000 and her imports $696,051 ,000. 
Exports were affected more seriously 
than imports by the price factor, while 
the decline in volume was greater for 
imports. 

The balance of trade was somewhat 
less favorable in 1938 than in 1937, 
amounting to $279,275,000 against $316 
064,000, However if prices of imports 
and exports had remained at the 1937 
levels there would have been an tn- 
crease in the favorable balance,
